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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's response on July 24, 2008 to the Office Action of March 26, 2008 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Amendments to claims 1, 2 and 10 are noted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 2, 1 0, 1 7, 22 and 23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 10, 22 and 23 prior art fails to disclose a method or tetrahertz 
radiation source comprising an emitter of semiconductor material, a pair of electrodes 
on one side of the semiconductor material, a pulsed light source for illuminating the 
semiconductor material where the pulsed light impinges the same side of the 
semiconductor material as the electrodes and a radiation collector also on the same 
side of the semiconductor as the electrodes. 

Prior art by Brener et al. (US 5,894,125) discloses a tetrahertz radiation source that 
includes a semiconductor substrate with strip electrodes on one side of the 
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semiconductor substrate. A laser from a pump laser is incident on a gap between the 
strip electrodes from the top. The tetrahertz signal is emitted in all directions but a large 
fraction is emitted into the substrate and is collected from the backside of the substrate. 
Hence in the Brener et al. invention the radiation collector is not on the same side as the 
electrodes. 

By collecting the tetrahertz signal from the same side of the semiconductor as the 
electrodes, as in the present application, absorption and dispersion of the signal by the 
semiconductor material is reduced and the efficiency of the source is increased. 
Moreover this arrangement also facilitates the production of terahertz radiation with 
components at significantly higher frequencies than previously available from 
photoconductive-type emitters. 

Further the radiation collector in the Brenner et al. invention consists of a sample and 
sample holder on which the tertrahertz radiation is incident while in the present 
invention the radiation collector is a lens or parabolic mirror for collecting the tetrahertz 
radiation. 

Regarding claim 17, prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a tetrahertz emitter 
having a first and second electrode adjacent to a first face of the semiconductor for 
applying an electric field to the semiconductor and with a heat transfer device mounted 
adjacent to the second face which is substantially opposite to the first face. The heat 
transfer device helps prevent damage to the electrode on the semiconductor material. 
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Brener et al. fail to disclose a heat transfer device mounted adjacent to the second face 
which is substantially opposite to the first face. 

5. Claims 3 to 9, 1 1 to 16 and 18 to 21 are allowed by virtue of their dependence on 
claims 1, 2, 10 and 17.
